It 


is an opportunity for Appletou people to 
express themselves as to the qualifications 
of the candidates who are seeking election 
to public office and it is an opportunity 
which should not he missed. 
"While none 


of the candidates on whom 'the eily at 
large is to vote will he eliminated in this 
primary election-it nevertheless is import-

The im- 
portance of the prediction which the pri- 
mary will be is itt direct ratio to the num- 
ber of rotes that are cast.

the candidates. 


"Winning the primary, however, does 


not insure the election of, that candidate. 
Several weeks intervene, before the final 
balloting on April 4 and there may be a 
complete reversal of public sentiment in" 
that time. To lose heart because of an 
indication of defeat in the primary is to 
confess defeat before" the battle is well 
underway. 


A real citizen never loses an opportun- 


ity to express himself on matters which 
concern the public. .The primary offers 
that opportunity and every good citizen 
will go to the polls to register his expres- 
sion. In four words one or_jaore candi- 
dates for election as-aldermen will be elim- 
inated from further competition. 
That 


will insure large votes in those precincts 
but in the others there is no incentive o£ 
that kind to get Qut .and vote. The big- 
gest incentive should be good citizenship. 
Every person has a greater interest in 
those affairs in which lie plays a part and 
if he plays a part yi city affairs by voting 
whenever he has an opportunity he takes 
a greater interest in it. 


Women should not miss this opportun- 


ity to make themselves heard and felt in 
pivic affairs. 
Voting in the.primary to- 


morrow will give them practice for the 
more important election which follows in 
'April. It will give them a keener inter- 
est in their newly won citizenship and give 
them a feeling of a, duty well done. 


IT MAXES A DIFFERENCE 


During the debate of the four-power 


treaty, Senator Kellogg, Republican, of 
Minnesota, wanted to know what had be- 
come of President Harding's association of 
nations. It was a pertinent question. Mr. 
Kellogg reminded his colleagues that 
President Harding had again and again 
promised the people of the "United States 
that one of his first efforts when elected 
would be to bring the nations of the world 
together into some kind of an association 
for the promotion and preservation o£ 
peace. 
A similar pledge is contained iu 


the Republican platform. 


A year bas elapsed and President Har- 


ding has not found it feasible to attempt 
to launch an association of nations, which 
necessarily would have to take the place of 
and terminate the League of Nations, yet 
it was Mr. Harding's explicit purpose to 
do this very thing. 
He has found many 


things different, as he has himself con- 
fessed, since he entered the 'White house 
than they appeared from the outside. This 
has been true of his entire foreign policy. 
He assured the public in the strongest 
terms that the foreign policies of Presi- 
dent Wilson would be reversed and repu- 
diqted, but nothing whatever of the kind 
has been done. On the contrary all of 
Mr. Wilson's foreign policies have bceji 
strictly adhered to, including even those 
relating to Mexico. 


Another of Mr. Harding's promises was 


that the American troops in Germany 
would be brought home as soon as peace 
w*s4ccl«rcd. He made speeches in winch 
he asserted that they had no business in 
Europe and the country was led to believe 


that they would be put on ships enroute 
to the United Suites as soon as he became 
president. 
These were campaign state- 


ments. 
Nothing of the kiud transpired 


and the American forces are still with the 
French and British armies of occupation 
in the Rhine district. This notwithstand- 
ing peace has long since been declared 
through separate treaty. 


All of which goes to show that the re- 


sponsibilities of government are far great- 
er than the responsibilities of politics; that 
it is ;m easy matter to say what should or 
should not be done, to criticize those in 
authority, but that Avhen it. comes to deal- 
ings with the actual problem it is facts 
and circumstances rather than fancy and 
theory that must prevail. 
Mr. Harding 


thought it Avould be an easy matter to kill 
the League of Nations and to create his 
own association in its place. lie lias,found 
that he could not do so and a year has 
brought not so much as a suggestion of ac- 
tion. 
He thought he could overturn all 


of the foreign policies oi! Mr. AVilson but 
he found that he could not overturn a 
single one. He thought he Avould take the 
American troops out of Germany instant- 
cr. but something Iras prevented him. 


We do not think the country will criti- 


cize Mr. Harding for being unable to car- 
ry out his promises, or for doing the direct 
opposite of what he said he Avould do. 
Rather we think the disposition will be to 
commend him for sticking to wha't he 
found to be right and sound, regardless of 
the fact that in a measure it involved him 
in inconsistency and embarrassment. 
It 


is apparent to everyone by this time that 
Secretary Hughes and Herbert Hoover are 
the dominating influences in the cabinet 
!and in the Harding administration. Re- 
action has found the White house atmos- 
phere inhospitable. 
That is why so much 


that was Wilsonian has become Har- 
dingesque. 


CAUSES AND PREVENTION OF 


CRIME 


The American Bar association author- 


ized a committee to investigate the causes 
'of crime waves and recommend means of 
crime prevention. 
The five causes 'men- 


tioned by the committee imply the neces- 
sary prcA-entiA'e and corrective remedies. 


In brief, the five stated causes are: The 


crim,e wave 5s an outgrowth of the Avar; 
the Avar resulted from criminality and in 
turn aggravated it: 'the people believe 
they cannot get justice in the courts, 
which, in their opinion, arc partial to the 
wealthy and influential; many lawyers 
arc practicing at the bar Avho should be 
in jail; completion for crime is difficult, 
and punishment inadequate. 


Several additional causes might be 


cited. In many places the law is not en- 
forced by the police, and in others public 
officers are in collusion Avith gangsters, 
profiteers and criminals. In many places 
there is conspiracy 'among the police, the 
courts, the politicians and spoilsmen. It 
must be conceded that there is a relation- 
ship between licensed immorality and 
what we call crime, and that where de- 
grading business is tactily allowed the po- 
lice department is Avithout authority or 
discipline. 


The remedy for this condition of affairs 


goes back to an aroused and assertive pub- 
lie opinion. Indifferent public opinion gen- 
erates license and lack of law enforcement, 
and these in turn breed crime.' The forces 
which operate- against society are always 
active and soon strengthen themselves by 
alliance with corrupt politics. That is 
largely Avhat Chicago has been suffering 
from in the extraordinary crime Avave 
there. It is what every community suf- 
fers from Avhcn it tolerates license and 
venality. 


The United States is perhaps the most 


over-governed country in the world. The 
'attempt to regulate every del ail of con- 
duct, personal, professional and commer- 
cial, by statute, has brought about a mul- 
tiplicity of laws of Avhich the public is 
largely ignorant or combative. 
The re- 


action to this has culfi\ated disrespect for 
all law. It has been said that we arc the 
most lawless nation in the world, and if 
we qualify the term to mean evasion and 
violation of laAV the statement is probably 
true. 


The charge that our courts arc for the 


rich and do not give justice to the poor 
is in the main untrue. 
This criticism 


has grown out of prejudice rather than 
fact, for in the great majority of instanc- 
ces our courts have a far deeper venera- 
tion for law and good citizenship and, it 
follows, justice, than the public at large. 
There arc conspicuous exceptions to the 
rule, but not to the extent that they arc 
a menace to society or to good govern- 
ment, Some of the jury verdicts in mur- 


der cases in Chicago illustrate too well 
the depravity of public opinion and the 
futility of judicial uprightness and cour- 
age in the handling of crime. 
It is not 


crime, it is not miscarriage of justice, 
it is not recreant public officials that the 
people have to complain of, but rather 
the people themselves. The people can have 
what they walit in Law and government, 
and it is only because they turn their af- 
fairs OA'er to demagogues, Avild-eyed ra- 
dicals and fanatics, and refuse to accept 
the responsibilities of citizenship, that 
they have so much of Avhat they do not 
want and what offends their sense of de- 
cency and justice.

THE COOKING OP CEREALS 
•'Pardon me," writes Mrs. J. M. O., "but your way 


of cooking wheat would be just like cooking beans 
'or dinner in five minutes. Please let me, give your 
readers my way. I have cooked wheat for years. 
'ut three pints of wheat in the kettle not later 
.han 7 o'clock a, m. and let it boil 30 minutes, then 
itrain and wash it. Kepeat this three times, for the 
water will be brown and strong in flavor, especially 
f you use the red wheat (white wheat is better). 
"sow push the kettle to the back of the stove where 
t -will simmer slowly all day, but don't let it quite 
stop boiling till a o'clock. Now put the wheat into 
a gallon crock with three teaspoonfuls of salt, cov- 
:r and"f>ut in the oven until 10 o'clock, then set it 
n the coldest place you have. For breakfast serve 
ibout three tablespoonfuls in three cups of milk. 
3repared in this way the wheat will keep sweet and 
'resh for a week, except in hot summer weather. 
:t is very palatable when served with raisins and 
cinnamon at lunch."

n a double boiler is nevertheless a very palatable 
and /wholesome breakfast dish and withal a pro-

hem, ought to be intrigued by the knowledge that 
his breakfast food, purchased in bulk from farm- 
er, is unsurpassed in flavor and nutritive value, es- 
pecially as regards assimilable forms of calcium 
lime), phosphorus and iron. 
There^s a -popular notion that oatmeal is ren- 


dered more digestible if cooked for hours. This no- 
ion is wrong. Thero may be homo reason for pro- 
ongcd cooking of oats in making gruel for an in- 
fant as yet too young to digest starch (tor the starch 
digesting ferments are wanting or weak in early 
nfancy).
